ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


Intracellular material is released from bacterial, yeast, plant, animal, 
insect or human cells by the application of a low voltage such as 1 to 10 V to 
a suspension containing the cells. The conditions may be selected such that 
DNA released from the cells is electrochemically denatured so as to be 
available for use in an amplification procedure.
